Ravaces of La Grippe in Mexico. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Feb. 20.—Private letters 
received here from the City of Mexico state 
that the grip has been more widespread and 
persistent in ite ravages there than anywhere 
else on the American Continent. The writers 
are American residents of the Mexican Cap- 
ital and have no motive to conceal the 
truth. A letter dated the l4th inst., received 
The progress of the 
influenza here and its results have been truly 
terrific. The disease reached usin the middle 
of January and has grown eteadily worse, un- 
til itis now at its height. The number of cases 
of acute pneumonia is absolutely wonder ful. 
It has been the rule rather than the exception 
and no precautions seem to have been able to 
prevail againstit. This bas been especially 
the case among the poorer classes who live 
generally in houses which afford no protection 
Against the elements. They have died abso- 
lutely like sheep, sometimes 125a day. Just 
now the supply of coffins has been exhausted 
and many bodies have been buried without 
caskets. 


That Captive White Child. 


‘OTTAWA, Ontarlo, Feb. 20.—The Dominion 
Government will appoint a commission to in- 
quireintothe truth of the statement that a 
white child, the offspring of an American 


officer, killed inarecent Indian raid in the 
Western States, le at present in the possession 
of Canadian Black Feet Indians. This matter, 
which first came to the public ear through 
Lord Stanley’s visit to the Northwest, bas 
created much indignation inthe Northwest 
where the story is denied. In the 
House of Commons to-day. Mr. Chariton 
asked if the Government intended quelling 
the excitement which existed in tne United 
States and the Canadian West by fally inquir- 
ing into the matter. Hon. Edgar Dewdry 
Minister of the Interior, stxted that a careful 
investigation had been made, and it had been 
learned on the statement of the Indians that 
the child was of Indian birth.

JOSIE HALL’S DEATH, 


ATTEMPTED INFANTICIDE 
LAST NIGHT IN HOTEL RICHELIEU. 


Laudanum the Means Adopted by a Mother 

to Relieve Herself and Child of Life—A 

Medical Man Arrives Too Late to Save 
Her, but the Baby Is Kecovered. 


Mrs. Josie Hall took an overdose of lauda- 
num last night in Hotel Richelieu, Washing- 
ton avenue near Fourteenth street, and ad- 
ministered a large dose of poison to her 
8-months-old infant, which was not fatal in 
ites effects. Mrs. Hall arrived at the 
hotel in a cab yesterday afternoon. 
She carried her baby in her arms. Sie asked 
for a room and the clerk assigned her to No. 
820, which ie on the third floor. She remained 
in her room until 6:45 0’clock when she went 
down tosupper. Aftersupper she went to 
herroom, but sometime after descended the 
stairs and left the hotel. Shereturned ina 
few minutes and found the baby crying vio- 
lently. 


Mrs. Josie Hall. 

Mr. Parkhurst, manager of the hotel, saw 
her ascend the stairs and noticed that she was 
very pale. He spoke to ner, butsne did not 
answer. She hung her head and hurried by 
him. Afterthinking over the matter some 
time Mr. Parkhurst decided tu send a bell-boy 
up to the room to see if Mrs. Hall wanted 
anything, fearing there was something 
wrong. The boy returned with the information 
that be could not get an answer. Mr. Park- 
hurst tried the door, but could not get in. 
Looking over the -transom he saw Mrs. Hail 
was lying on the bedygp parently unconscious. 
The door was forced. 

Mrs. Hall was not dead. Her eyes rolled 
vacantly andshe moved her lips, but said 
nothing. Dr. M. Yarnell was summoned. He 
could do nothing forthe woman who dieda 
few minutes after his arrival, 

THE CHILD 

was in a comatose condition, but after some 
minutes’ hard work on the part of the physi- 
cian and a nurse it was brought back to the 
point of safety. 

There were two bottles labeled laudanum in 
the room, one a four-ounce vial, and the other 
a baif-ounce. Onhasmall table near the bed 
were found two notes. One was: 1 have 
taken an ounce of laudanum and have ad- 
ministered twenty grains to the baby.’’ 

The other was this: If my baby does not 
die, take care of it. Josi.

No one in the hotel knew the lady, and she 
had registered from Alton.

Mr. and Mre. Hall have been married four- 
teen years and have tor the last few months 
been living in a neat little flat on Finney ave- 
nue, just east of Vandeventer. They had 
lived at 517 and 519 St. Charles street, where 
Mr. Hall kept a hotel on the Kuropean plan. 
He hed also kept a saloon at 318 
Washington avenue, but sold it out some time 
ago. In fourteen years of their married lite 
they had no children, and always lived hap- 
pily im their St. Charies street hotel. Mr. Hall

A POST -MORTEM LETTER. 

A few weeks ago Mrs. Hall had some pict- 
ures of herself taken by Strauss, the photo- 
grapher, andafew days ago had two photo- 
graphs of ner baby taken. The proofs of 
the baby’s picture were sent to her at her 
address on Finney averue. This morning 
after Mrs. Hali’s death, Mr. Strauss received 
a letter from her inc she dd not know 
which of the proofs she liked best and direct- 
ing himto finish the one he thought best. 
She said she would call for the finished pict- 
ures. The letter was written yesterday. 

MRS. HALL’S ANTECEDENTS. 

The cause of the suicide is involved in con- 
siderable mystery. That Mrs. Hall was not 
happy has been known for some time to some 
of her oldest& acquaintances. She was an 
orphan and a native of St. Louls. Her maiden 
name was Josie Kelly, andshe was educated 
at the House of the Immaculate Conception on 
Eleventh and Marion streets. An old school- 
mate in speaking of the case to-day re- 
marked: “a never saw Josie but 
once since she left school, That 
was about a year ago. Iasked her if she was 
really married and she told me that she was 
married to Harry Hall thirteen years 
previous. When at school she was as full 
of life and mischief as “4 girl 
could possibly be, and she scarcely knew 
what it was to be out at recess, being almost 
invariably kept in for misbehavior. When 
she called on me a year ago she was entirely 
changed. Her spirit seemed tobe entirely 
broken and she appeared very unhappy. In 
fact she seemed so miserable that other peo- 
ple who saw her at thetime remarked the 
fact. She gave me no reason for it 
except that Harry did not want 
her to have any e .mpany. She said one of 
her lady friends, who had been a schoolmate 
and with whom she had been very 
intimate, had visited her, and Harry 
was very angry about it. Josie 
said she liked very much to have her friend 
with her, but it displeased Harry for her to 
have any company. This fact seemed to 
make Josie feel miserable,and I think she was 
lonesome where she was, on St. Oharles 


street. 
WAS SHE INSANE? 

Very few of Hall’s acquaintances were 
aware of the fact that he was a married man. 
Nearly all of them regarded him as 
a bachelor, and men who had 
known him well for years never sus- 
pastes he was married, Mrs. Hall 
s said to have been arather peculiar woman 
and his friends claim that she was mentally 
deranged when she took her life. They say 
her mind has been affected ever since her 
child was born, aboutthree months ago. It 
is the only child the couple had. 

THE INQUEST. 

Mr. Hall did not appear at the Four Courts 
to-day. Coroner Frank’s consent having first 
been obtained the remains of Mrs. Hall were 
last night removed from the hotel to 
the undertaking rooms of  Bensieck 
& Scheeshan, Sixth and Biddle streets, where 
they remained until to-day. About 10 o’clock 
this morning Patrolman Dan Daly took the 
personal ects of the deceased from 
the Central District Police Station 
to the Coroner’s office, where they were 
leftin charge of Dr. Frank. The latter an- 
nounced that the inquest would be held in the 
undertaking rooms at Zo“ clock this afternoon. 
Mr. Hall and the witnesses from the hotel 
were notified by the Central District police to 
be on hand at that hour.

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The Story of Fannie Vail’s Mari- 
tal Misery and Tragic End. 


Suspicious Circumstances Con- 
nected With Insurance 
Policies. 


Here Is the Case as It Will Be Presented by 
the Prosecation—Vall’s Conduct on Two 
Occasions When He Had Taken Ont One- 
Day Tickets Make the Case for Him Loek 
Bad—The Record of the Man Whe Is Now 
Charged With Wife Murder—The Inquest 
—Vail’s Attorneys in St. Charles. 


A well-dressed man drove from the railroad 
depot in St. Charles to the jail last night with 
Sheriff Schneider, and with little ceremony he 
was placed in a cell ana the lock of the prison 
door turned on him. He was Charles F. Vall, 
as cool and self-possessed as when he lay 
down to sleep wulle his wife was dying in the 
house of her uncle at Old Monroe. Twice he 
Genounced his arrest as an outrage, but he 
spoke mostly of bis supper and how it would 
seem to live on prison fare and in the narrow 
confines of his cell. The gravity of the charge 
against him—of double muraer—he did 
not seem to feel. He did not seem 
to appreciate that he was accused 
ofacrime which for infamy and heartless 
brutality bas hardly an equal. Vail is the 
cruclest murderer who ever occupied a cell in 
a Missouri prison, or he is worse sinned 
against than ever an innocent man was—one 
or the other.

WAS IT ACCOMPLISHED? 

Drs.McElwee and Edwards were summoned, 
but they could do nothing for her. Dr. Dixon 
went out from St. Louis on a telegram from 
Vail, but he was unabie to save her. The doc- 
tors examined the wound and found the ball 
had entered straight from the front and 
ranged upward and backward. When last 
seen Vail wes behind his wife. The wheel 
against which he says the pistol struck was 
on ber right. 

Fatber Tintrup was called and he confessed 
her. She said thatthe shooting was an acci- 
dent. Father Tintrup questioned Vail and he 
said it was an accident. Father Tintrup said 
it was avery queer accident, but Vail had on 
his tongue’s end a stranger one. He told how 
a policeman had jumped from an Olive street 
car and dropped his pistol from his pocket. 
The pistol was discharged and the ball went 
through the head of a young man who was 
sitting on the grip. 

The family and relatives of Mrs. Vail were 
notified and they went at once to Old Monroe.

THE OVERCOAT. 

George Slatery, the brother of the dead 
woman, examined Vail’s overcoat... There 
was a bullet hole in the bottom of the pocket, 
and the other was on the inside, near the edge 
and several inches higherup. Ifthat pistol 
struck the wheel and was discharged the ball 
went down through the bottom of the pocket, 
turned and went up, turned again and went 
straight across and curved soasto hit Mrs. 
Vail in front. 

Mrs. Vall died at 4 o’clock on Tuesday morn- 
ing. She was buried without an inquest on 
Wednesday. On Thursday Vail went to the 
insurance offices and with hisown hand wrote 
notice of her death and gave her residence as 
937 Hamilton place, which was his home, 
whereshe had never been. Had no investl- 
gation taken place the companies would have 
sent claim blanks to him at that address. If 
he had filled them out properly and returned 
them with proofs of death the money would 
have been paid to him. 

And since all this occurred Vail has made 
statements concerning his insurance which do 
not accord with facts. On Saturday last he 
was asked about the insurance and he said 
that all there was on her life was $5,000 in the 
New York Life. He repeated three times that 
there was no accident insurance, then remem- 
bered the American ticket, but hesaid that 
the ticket was taken out on February4 and 
expired on February 3, and therefore was not 
in force at the time of the accident. The

THE ARMAMENT FOLLY- 


The folly of those who urge that the 
United States should build an immense 
navy inorder to make their power re- 
spected, is illustrated by the present situ- 
ation of European nations. 

France, Germany, Austria, Italy, Rus- 
sia and even rich England, although sepa- 
rated from the Continent and strongly 
influenced by a sentiment opposed to in- 
terference with continental affairs, are 
groaning under the burden of costly 


armaments maintained for defense and 
' offense. 


‘The continental peoples are 
cursed by an intense and aggressive 
spirit of nationality which has been 
fostered for centuries by greedy and am- 
bitious kings who concealed their own 
selfish desires for aggrandizement under a 
mask of patriotism. Kingcraftis at the 
bottom of it, and it makes even France, a 
republic eager for peaceful development, 
the victim of thé spirit which turns 
nations into armed bandits. 

The work which brought COBDEN into 
prominence and started him on the career 
which resulted in the commercial triumph 
of England was his pamphlet on Eu- 
gland, Ireland and America, in 
which he showed the (folly of 
interference in the affairs 
nations, and demonstrated 
that monster armaments were merely 
burdens on production and commerce 
through the taxes needed to support 
them. He drew a sharp ‘contrast to this 
policy of interference in the position of 
America, unburdened by costly arma- 
ments and free to develop her resources 
and conquer the trade of the world. 

What was political wisdom then is po- 
litical wisdom now. The mission of Co- 
lumbia is toshow the falseness and fool- 
ishness of race and national hatred and 
aggression, through the blending of all 
Caucasian races into one progressive, 
strong people, and to demonstrate that 
the highest national policy is the develop- 
ment of national resources, the promo- 
tion of commerce by peaceful methods, 
and the assertion of the right to do so free 
from outside interference. The resources 
of the United States are her best bul- 
warks, and those who urge that we place 
the burden of enormous armaments upon 
our industries, and enter the maelstrom 
of international politics as an aggressive 
power, are working against this repub- 
lic’s highest destiny. 


-= 


EMPEROR WILLIAM, either through ig- 
norance or wilfulness, has overlooked the 
most important cause of the present un- 
fortunate condition of the German work- 
ingmen. This is the enormous burden 
imposed upon Germany by her vast 
armament. Not only does it require 
heavy taxesfor its support, but it takes 
out of productive industry a large pro- 
portion of the able-bodied men of the 
nation at the age of greatest energy and 
strength. While he is issuing rescripts as 
to labor questions, he is urging the impo- 
sition of greater burdens through the in- 
ease and improvement of land and 
water forces. Until the Emperor and his 
fellow rulers of Europe consent to give up 
their ambitious projects and live together 
in peace and mutual co-operation, the 
heavily taxed industries will cause vexa- 
ation for their governments and misery 
for the laborers.

Chicage and St. Leuls Police Join Hands 
Over One of the Most Miserably Man- 


aged Jobs on Record — A Complete 


Fiasco—A Former Book Agent Thinks 
He Knows the Suspect. 


J. B. Kelly, arrested in &t. Louis and charged 
with being Thomas Smith, the man who took 
Dr. Cronin from his home in Chicago to the 
Carlson cottage where the doctor was mur- 
dered, was not identified on his arrival in 


A Chicago last night. Neither has he been iden- 


tifled as J. B. Simonds, the man who rented a 
room opposite Dr. Cronin’s office before the 
murder, though the police are trying to cover 
an inglorious fizzle by pretending they are 
not sure with regard to this point. 

Not since the beginning of the Cronin mur- 
der investigation has there been such a 
complete failure where great results were 
expected. And really the police in their long 
course of failures never before deserved quite 
so much to fail. The arrest and trans- 
ter of Kelly to Chicago were managed in line 
with detective tactics as laid down in The 
Sleuth Fakir; or, Every Country Boy’s Guide 


to Find Criminals.’’ a 
The Constable who looks after the peace of 


Backwoods, Mich., would have managed the 
matter with more shrewdness and success 
than the police of the two oilties, Chicago and 


St. Louis. 
Kelly was arrested, Detective Thomas of 


Chicago said, after between three and four 
weeks of shadowing, in which he had the as- 


sistance of two 8t. Louis detectives. When 
pressed as to who be supposed Keliv was, De- 
tective Thomas said: ‘‘Smith, the man who 
drove Cronin to the Carlson cottage.’’ 

Now smith isa good man to pet inside of 
penitentiary walls, and if Smith it was,a great 
catch had been made. The arrest was tele- 
graphed to Uhicago and two men were sent 
down to identify the prisoner. One was Lieut. 
Clark andthe other Detective Collins; both 
of the police force. It was stated that after 
these men had arrived here and had seen 
Kelly that

After the manner of Sullivan (Ind.) sleuths, 
these lynx eyes from Chicago changed their 
names when they came to St. Louis. They

catch. Their efforts to conceal their identity 
were, however, unavailing. 

As stated, they“ ‘froze to him dead. They 
identified the man as Smith—how or why the 
St. Louis police do not know. Yesterday 
morning, Kelly having consented to go with- 
out a requisition, the three policemen and 
Kelly left for Chicago. On their arrival there 
they went to police headqtarters, where Chief 
of Police Marsh tried to get a confession from 
the prisoner. It was found that the handcuffs, 
which the three Chicago policemen had 
thought necessary to put on their weak, un- 
armed victim during the trip between the 
two cities, could not be taken off as 
the lock was out of order. A policeman with 
a file managed to got the cuffs off after a great 
deal of exertion and much pain to the pris- 


oner.

with whom Dr. Cronin lived, and who saw 
the messenger who fetched tne doctor to the 
Oarlson cottage, and Frank Scanian, who also 
saw the messenger, had arrived. They were 
taken into the Chief’s office, where Kelly was 
sitting, and asked if they could identify the 
man.

Both thought they had seen Kelly before.

This 
threw the police upon their backs. Tue ir 
= capture amounted to nothing. They 

ad arrested in St. Louis and had taken in 
irons to Chicago a man who 80 far as they 
knew or could find out had had no 
connection whatever with any criminal mat- 
ter. 

There were but two persons who could 
identify ‘‘Smith,’’ and those were Mrs. Conk- 
lin and Frank Scanisn, yet two policemen 
were seut to St. Louis to identify the prisoner 
—men who bad not seen the messenger and 
could only identify from description. 

The conduct of the St. Louis police in the 
matter is just as absurd. A detective came 
from Chicago. He asked for assistance to 
find a man connected with the Cronin murder 
and got the assistance. He gave no further 
information and all through the St. 
Louls police were kept 
of the evidence against 
and the probability of his connection with 
the murder. St. Louls police were present at 
the arrest to authorize it and take the respon- 
sibility for that act.

Chieago. There it is found he is not the man 
wanted.

IHE BATTLE BEGINS. 


Opening of the Debate on the 
Worid's Fair Bill 
in Congress. 


The Galleries Crowded With Peo- 
ple to Witness the Strug- 
gle for the Prize. 


Aftera Preliminary Skirmish Between the 
Opponents of a Fair and the Speaker the 
Chairman of the Committee Presented 
His Report — Mr. Candler’s Address a 
Strong Plea for Government Support for 
the Proposed Centennial— He Is Fel- 
lewed by the Champions of the Cities 
Contending for the Location of the Fair 
—Chicage’s Proposition to St. Louis—The 
Day's Developments. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. . — By special 
order to-day was set apart by the House for 
the opening of the debate on the report of the 
Committee on the World’s Fair. The public 
evidently entertained hopes of an interesting 
discussion, for the galleries were weil filled 
with spectators. The attendance of members 
when the Speaker’s gavel called the House to 
order was rather scant, but members present 
were evidently busily engaged in preparing 
for the struggle which is to settle the ques- 
tions as to whether a fair ia to be held in 1892, 
and if so at what place. 

Mr. Candler of Massachusetts, the Chair- 
man of the Special Committee on the World’s 
Fair, was armed with a large roll of manu- 
script, presumably his speech, but he found 
little opportunity to glance over it, as he was 
beset on all sides by members, who wished 
himto allow them a few minutes to discuss 
the report. Not many of these applications 
were granted, however, as most of the time 
had already been allotted.

HIS LAST DISCOVERY. 
Death Near Winnipeg of Capt. 
Kennedy, Who Searched for Franklia. 
From an Exchange. 
Capt. William Kennedy died at his home in 


St. Andrews, afew miles north of Winnipeg 


recently, aged 78 years. Forty years ago Capt. 
Kennedy was an object of interest ‘in both 
America ang Europe, he having then beén s¢- 
lected te take command of the expedition 
fitted out by Lady Franklin to go in search 
of her husband, Sir John Franklin, in the 


Arctic sea. He was nominated by the Hud- 
son Bay Co. as the most competent person to 

command the expedition, :The captain was 
at that time living in Bruce County, Ontario, 
and on receiving bis commission he Pant 
ceeded at once to Scotland, and sailed from 
Aberdeen in the ship Prince Albert in June, 
1851, for the great North Sea. —— 2 tion

arated North Somerset from Boothia Fel 
which was named Bellot Strait, after Lieut. 
Bollot, second in command. The knowledge 
of Bellot Strait thus acquired enabled Sir 
Leopold McClintock afterward to advance 
and to make the successful journey in which 
he discovered the Arst and only absolute 
proof of the loss of Sir John Franklin’s ex- 
pedition. Capt. Kennedy was born 
at Cumberland House on the shores 
of Hudson's Bay. his father de- 
ing a chief factor of the company. There 
is a tinge of romance in his connection with 
the Franklin expedition. When he was a 
child Sir John Franklin, during a couple of 
his earlier expeditions, wintered at Hudson 
Bay, and —— ng the long winter months was 
a frequent visitor at the Kennedy heuse, and 
the great ag often taught young Ken- 
nedy his — and figures. When 
Kennedy ha grown to anger he 
was called upon to in 
search of Sir John, without aay one 
knowing of their previous acquaintance, and 
wh ennedy returned from his two years’ 
vo e chance threw him in the way ofa 
highly cultivated English lady, a relative of 
Sir John Franklin, whom he subsequently 
married and who still survives him. Capt. 
Kennedy was chosen to command the expedi- 
tion on account of his knowledge of Hudson 
bay and other Northern waters, which he 
attained while navigating in the Hudson 
Bay 1 trading boats. He was 
a man good educational attaln- 
ments and social — At the time he ac- 
cepted the command of the expedition he had 
settled ona piece of land on the shores of 
Lake Huron, in Ontario, where the flourishing 
town of Southampton now stands. But dur- 
ing his absence somebody jumped his claim 
and he lost the property. Hehas since been 
in reduced circumstances. He has frequently 
lectured in 88. Paul and other Sointe ta Min- 
nesota on his expedition. Hehas lived here 
since about 1885, employed in storekeeping, 
farming and missionary work. 


A BOSTON INSTITUTION. 


A Generous Foundation for a Widespread 
Educational Benefaction. 


Tuesday brought the seml-centennlal anni- 
versary of the organization of the Lowell In- 
stitute in Boston that revives the name of one 
of the merchant princes of the old school,says 
the Sprinfleld Republican. Francis Cabot Low- 
ell, the ploneer manufacturer of cotton fabrics 
on a large scale, from whom Lowell takes its 
name, left a great fortune. His son, John 


Lowell, Jr., a cultivated man of studious nat- 
ure, died when two months short of 37 years 
old, buthe employed some of the money he 
had inherited to send down a benefaction 
bearing the family through all the years that 
are to come. 

The Lowell Institute, which has supported 
courses of lectures of the highest vaiue for 
half a centery, rests on a quarter of a million 
doliars ieft by Mr. Lowell. Lectures on the 
historical and internal evidences of Christian- 
ity—which led Mark Hopkins to publish his 
first book, on physics and chemistry, also in 
botany, zoology, geology and mineralogy, 
connected with their particular utility to 
man—were provided for, and the trustee of 
the fund was to estab! other courses of 
lectures asthe funds permitted. The Lowell 
Institute was inaugurated December 31, 1839, 
by Edward Everett, in the old Odeon at Bos- 
ton. Prof. Silliman of Yale gave the first 
ones The founder wisely stipulated that 

ortion of the bequest should expended 
in the erection of a building, and the lectures 
have been given since then in the old Tre- 
mont Theater, Marlboro Chapel, and for the 
past ten yeas in Huntington Rall, Massa- 
chusetts stitute of Technology Building. 
Besides the original course, lectures for ad- 
vanced students in that institution were es- 
tablished in 1867, while the fund maintained 
for thirty years a public drawing school, and 
since has supported the School of Design 
having about sixty students anda three- years’ 
course. For ten years, too, the Teachers’ School 
of Science, with Saturday lectures, has been 
supported. In his memorial address on the 
founder Edward Everert said of this remark- 
able foundation: 

It will be from generation to generation a 
perennial source of public good—a dispensa- 
tion of sound science, of useful knowledge, of 
truth in its most important associations with 
the destiny of man. These are biessings 
which cannot die. They will abide when the 
sands of the desert shall have covered what 
they have hitherto s — ot the Egyptian 
temples; and they will render the name ot 
Lowell, ‘in all wise and moral estimation, 
more truly illustrious than that of any 
Pharaoh epgraven on their walls. These be- 
long to the empire of the mind, which alone, 
of human beings, is immortal, "and the will 
remain asa memorial of his Christian iiber- 
ality when all that is material shall have van- 
ished as a scroll.’

To-morrow Michael O'Connell and Jahanna 
O’Connell would have celebrated the twenty- 
ninth anniversary of their wedding, but they 
were divorced to-day by Judge Kiein.

He had spent but three of the 
past ten years with her, and then only in 
short intervals. He filed a petition for divorce 
last fall, his chief allegation being that al- 
most “te wecok since since 1880, his wife got 
drunk. She filed an answer denying this, and 
also a cross-bill asking for a decree on the 
ground that Mr. O'Connell failed to 
support her and another charge unfit for 
pubiication. In the trial of the case 
the two sons of this couple, one over age and 
the other quite a boy testified tothe truth of 
the father’s allegations against their mother. 
Judge Klein took the case into consideration, 
and this morning granted the wife a decree 
with the 8 of her minor chiidren and 
ordered the husband to pay Mrs. O'Connell $5 
a week alimony.

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LIFE IN A LODGING HOUSE 


QUEER REVELATIONS MAD BY BACHELOR 
BOARDERS. 


Mow a Tearful Landlady, With a Mythical 
Mamma, Preyed Upon Kind- Hearted 
Single Gentlemen Who Teok Apartments 
Under Her Roof—The Little Servant’s 
Story.

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THEY BEAT THE BILL, 


HOW THE STREET-CAB INFLUENCES STILL 
WORK AT THE CITY HALL. 


A Remarkable Change of Sentiment on the 
Bobtail Bill Which Has Just Been 
Slaughtered—Nerth St. Louisans WII 
Hold an Indignation Meeting—A Record 
for Voters to Study. 


HE defeat inthe House 
of Delegates of the bill 
prohibiting the opera- 
tion of bob-tall cars in 
the city has occasioned 
much surprise and gen- 
eral disgust. The bob- 
tall nuisance has been so 
frequently and loudly 
condemned that the pas- 
sage of the bill doing 
away with the evil 
seemed a certainty when 
it was introduced in the 
MunicipalAseembiy. 
When it was before the Railroad Committee 
arguments almost without number were 
offered in favor of its passage, while 
only a few street railway operators 
ana their strikers offered opposition. The 
arguments offered by the supporters of the 
measure were conclusive. They called at- 
tention to the many evils of the bob- 
tall cars, and called attention to the 
Mound City and Jefferson avenue lines as in- 
stances why such cars should be legislated 
out of existence. The Railroad Committee, of 
which Delegate Hilgeman is chairman, held 
the bill several weeks, and a majority of the 
committee, including Hilgeman, reported it 
for passage, while the minority 
RECOMMENDED ITS REJECTION 
on several grounds, the principal one being 
that the Assembly had no power to interfere 
in the matter. This argument was easily dis- 
posed ofand when the minority report was 
put to a vote it was defeated, the journal 
showing that 8 voted inthe affirmative and 19 
in the negative. The majority report was 
then adopted by a big vote and the backers of 
the measure began to feol that St. Louis would 
soon be rid of the bob-tallmuisance. The 
ways of the local legisiators, however, 
like those of the Chinese, are 
ecullar, as the friends of the bill will testify. 
he railroad companies operating the cars 
a: med at lu the bill were determined to beat it 
and they did. Todothis it was necessary, of 
course, to call off the leaders in the House 
who had been supporting the bill. They did 
this, The bill was subjected to delays, held 
up an unreasonable length of time by the Com- 
mittee on Engrossed and Enrolled Bills and 
finally slaughtered by a 
VOTE OF 16 To 5. 

This looks very strange after nineteen mem- 
bers had voted to reject the minority report 
of the Railroad Committee, because it opposed 
the passage ofthe bill, butit is notthe first 
time the St. Louis House of Delegates has 
pene on record for doing exceedingly strange 
things. 

Among the most active supporters ofthe 
bill were the members of the North St. Louis 
Improvement Association. The residents of 
the North End have suffered more from this 
nuisance than those of any other part of the 
city, and naturally they went to the front to 
do ail in their power to make the bill a law. 
The association is composed of property 
owners in the northern part of the 
city and the organization 
improve that section, as 
implies. * To improve it properly they 
concluded to strike first at the bobtall cars. 
For years they have been compelled to con- 
tend with the Mound City, Benton and Belle- 
fontaine and Jefferson avenue lines and every 
one of them has a preponderance 
of arguments to support his view 
that the short car is a disgrace 
to any large city and ought to be abolished. 
The association worked energetically to pass 
the bill and at the outset felt confident of suc- 
cess, particularly so when the majority report

by such a large majority. Among the officers 
of the association who spoke before the com- 
mittee were the President, Fred Zelle, the 
commission merchant; Vice-President Henry 
Vogelsang, also a prominent merchant;

Speaking of the defeat of the bill to a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter to-day, Mr. Vogelsang said 
the conduct of the House of Delegates Was 
very strange indeed. ‘‘The bill wasdelayed,’’ 
he sald, ‘‘for the purpose of killing 
it, and that has been aone.

PIERRE, 8. Dee Feb. 20.—Chairman H. H. 
Sheets of the State Rellef Committee has re- 
turned from a canvas ofthe sections of the 
State from which appeals for ald have come. 
He says that in Minerva, Kingsbury, Beadle,

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FULFILL YUUR PROMISES. 2 


The Value of a Good Reputation to Young 
Business Men. 


There is no lesson the young business man 
needs to learn more thoroughly than the value 
of good reputation and good credit. These 
cannot be won and kept by false pretenses of 
any kind, but must be earned by a strict ob- 
servance of contracts, agreements and prom- 
ises. The man whose word is as good as his 
bona’’ is the man who has inspired confidence 


in himself by alwaye doing that which he has 
promised to do. He is also, as a rule, cautious 
about entering into obligations, chary about 
n that he may not be able to 
fulfill, If too prodigalin the latter respect 
one cannot hope to keep faith at all times. A 
man who is or intends to be honest sometimes 
loses credit and reputation simply because he 
is too hopeful. Oounting with too great con- 
fidence on uncertainties, he makes promises 
that he cannot fulfill because of the failure of 
the event on which they were predicted. He 
voluntarily fixes the d@e forthe payment of 
a debt, and finds too late something has gone 
wrong, so that he cannot meet his obligation. 
Such an accident may happen to any man. 
Upon the way in which he meets the unex- 
pected trouble depends. how his reputation 
shall stand afterwards. If he can fulfill his 
promise at any personal secrifice he should 
do #80; — 1 that, he should endeavor to 
keep his word by borrowing elsewhere, thus 
gaining time for the final discharge 
of his obligation. But if he cannot do 
either he should go as soon as possible 
to his creditor and secure an extension by 
frankly telling him the state of affairs, thus 
renewing instead of breaking his promise. 
The one essential thing to do isto keep good 
faith, or come as near toit as possible. The 
worst possible course isto let time run on 
until his creditor begins to press him on an 
obligation long overdue. It is too late then 
for expianations or renewals. His credit is 
gone, his reputation is broken down. His 
after promises are distrusted, though they 
may be grudgingly accepted. He may for 
years after thus n faith in himself 
bay promptiy and keep his word, but there 
will remain the lingering feeling of distrust 
borg of one fallure to keep taith or to explain 
in advance the reasons why it could not be 
ape An engagement of any kind should be 
held sacred, and thus good reputation, which 
is of slow growth, may be gradually built up, 
tor he who keeps his word at all times de- 
comes respected and is trusted. The 
young man cannot learn too early in life 

is responsibility to himself and others. 
He ls to make bie reputation by what he 
says and does, and at the outset should have 
a high regard for truth, wnich carries with 
it honeaty and insures a prompt and complete 
fulfillment of all engagements. He should not 
allow acareless habit in money matters to 
grow upon him, but should pay ali his bills 
promptly. ere is an implied promise to pay 
at the end of the month, or when the bill may 
be presented, even though there has been no 
engagement to do so made in so many words, 
and it is good practice to kéep these implied 
as well as all other promises with scrupulous 
care. Such a course will in time establish a 
reputation whose value cannot be measured 
by money, besides developing useful habits 
and keeping one free from oppressive and 
grinding debts.

STATE DINNER ETIQUETTE. 


Just What the Host and the Guests Are 
Kxpectedto Do. 


From the Washington Star. 

The usual hour for a state dinner 18 p. m. 
As the guests arrive, which should be fifteen 
minutes before the hour set, they are shown 
to the rooms for the removal of wrappings 
and descend by the private stairway to the 
grand corridor and proceed direct tothe East 
Room, where the President and lady await 
them. Each gentleman, upon entering 


the room is handed by an 
usher a small envelope containing a 
cord inscribed with the plan of the table 
and bearing the name of the lady he will es- 
cort. On the diagram the number of the seats 
he and the lady will occupy are marked. After 
being received by the President he examines 
the card aud immediately joins the lady whom 
he will accompany to the state dining-hall. 
The lady whom he bas brought remains with 
him until her escort appears. 

All the guests having arrived at the appoint- 
ed hour the steward announces thatthe din- 
ner is in readiness. The President, with the 
first lady guest, leads the way to the state 
dining-room, followed by the .remaining 
guests. The presiding lady, escorted by the 
principal man, closes the line. The Marine 
Band, meanwhile, performs a suitable march. 

In the dining room the guests find their 
places and take the seats assigned to them by 
the plate cards which correspond in location 
with the dlagram handed them upon entering 
the East Room. : 

There are four services at all state dinners. 
The dishes, in their order, are served on 811 
ver salivers by waiters, the guests helping 
themselves. The chief waiter serves the 
President first and then proceeds toward the 
right, and the second waiter toward the lett. 
The same course is observed on the opposite 
side of the table, beginning with the presid- 
ing lady. Noone is ever served twice. The 
piates of one Course are rewoved as soon as 
the plate of the 
next is put in ite place. 

At the close of the dinner, which lasts about 
three bours, ithas been the custom of late 
years forthe gentiemen to leave the table 
with the ladies and not return. The custom 
during the earlier administations was for the 
ladies to have their coffee served in the draw- 
ing-room, and forthe gentiemen to return to 
drink a single glas of wine to the 
health of the President. Gentlemen wish- 
in to enjoy a cigar retire during the 
coffee to the corridor at the foot 
of the private stairway, but join the ladies 
when the presiding lady makes the motion to 
retire. After one promenade through the 
suite of pariors the gentiemen surrender the 
ladies to the gentiemen with whom they came, 
and with their own ladies take leave of the 
Presidentand bisliady. They sheuld receive 
their wrappings and leave the building quietly 
and promptly. Ide last of the guests suould 
have retired within thirty minutes after leav- 
ins the table.

A Cup of Coffee. 


From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

Cafe noir may be passed over; it is not an 
Englishman’s beverage. To make cafe uu 
laitto perfection you must have every vessel 
used in the process first heated with boiling 


water. Any chill or lowering cof temperature 
is injurious to the flavor and aroma of coffee. 
There are numerous new and improved 
coffee-pots; any will do that has a recep- 
tacle for the ground coffee through which 
the boiling water will percolate. Let «a 
heaped teaspoonfull of freshly ground cotf- 
ee be used for each breakfast-cupful you wish 
to make. Put it in the bag or other receptacie 
(after having heated the n and pour 
bolling water on it—half the quantity of boil- 
ing water which you wish to have of coffee. 
While it is percolating into the lower part of 
the coffee-pot, put into a saucepan on the fire 
the same quantity of milk as you have used 
of boiling water. Let it be thoroughly heated, 
but donot let it come toa boil. If it bolls, 
the flavor of bolied milk will destroy the 
fiavor of the coffee. As soon as the boiling 
water has all gone through the coffee, 

our it out of the coffee-pot into a previously 

eated jug, and then pour it again on to the 
coffee. Let it percolate through a second 
time, and then repeat the process a third 
time. This done, pour ‘the coffee into the 
saucepan of milk and leave it on the fire for a 
minute or two to be further heated, but don’t 
let itcome toa boil. It will be seen from 
these detailed directions that the essential 
matters are to t the bolling water three 
times throught the coffee, and then to mix it 
with the heated milk and heat the mixture 
still further.

The Tyler Heirs Selling an Old Land- Mark. 
Mr. Louis J. Silva Purchases a Bleck 
for $100,000, and Another Piet of 
Ground for #16,000—Other Sales of the 
Day—Kealty Items and Agents’ Gossip. 


The old five-story double brick building, 
No. 106 North Broadway nextnorth of what 
used to be the Times printing-house at the 
northeast corner of Chestnut street, has been 
sold, it is said for $42,000. The premises have 
a frontage of 43 feet bya depth of 70to a 15 
foot alley. Although the lot is a shallow 
one the purchase, nowithstanding the 
comparative worthlessness of the old dulld- 
ing, is considered a very advantageous one as 
property on Broadway has enhanced more 
rapidly during the past three years than in 
any other business portion of the city and 
commands higher rentals than upon any 
other street. The building, No, 106, is 
where the museum and coffee-store 
is located over which there are rooms 
and office apartments which have deen rent- 
ing indifferently on account of the antiquated 
style ofthe house. For that reason the im- 
provements have been more ot a disadvantage 
than benefit to the property which has been 
offered for sale for some time past, but failed 
to sell heretofore, tor the reason that no 
one could determine how to reconstruct 


the old building in a way to make it profita- 
ble. Several agents who have tried to sell 
the premises for the Tyler heirs, have con- 
tended that the ground alone was easily worth 
$1,200 afoot on account of the retail business

A hall is found and such talent 
obtained as will please the audience and can 
be afforded. The tickets are sold for 5 cents 
each, the holder being entitied to a cup of 
coffee or a glass of milk. 

Of ecourse the entertainment is not of the 
most exalted order. It consists for the most 
part in imitations of instruments or animals, 
character songs and sketches, and the milder 
and inocuons sort of Wg tg 4 business. Jug- 
giers Are in favor. and the imitation of a cat 
on the back fence seems to * to the very 
depths of the msthetic in the soul of the 
North-Ender. The main thing is that these 
poor creatures are kept amused, ina warm 
and clean place, for a couple of hours; and to 
my thinking the fact that they pay for en- 
trance is one of the most important features 
of the scheme. Of course it would be better 
if it were possible for the patrons of these 
courses not to know that there is any charity 
connected with them, but that is hardly prac- 
tical.

WHAT WAS HIS SECRE1? 


A Strange Romance in the Family of Ex- 
Gov, Bross. 


From the Chicago Evening News. 

Ex- Gov. Bross of lilinois, who died Monday 
night, had a brother who died in May, 1888. 
There was & strange story connected with this 
brother—says an exchange—a romance that 
reads like one of Charles Reade’s novels. The 
brother was Stephen Decatur Bross. In 1854, 
while teaching school in New Jersey, he 
packed his valise one day and told his wife 
that he was obliged to go to New York to at- 


tend to some business. She never saw him 
again. Efforts were made to find him, but in 
vain, and the family mourned bim as dead, 
believing that he bad been foully dealt with 
in the metropolls. 

About seventeen years ago a man called on 
Gov. Bross atthe Tribune office and asked bim 
if he had a brother living in Colorado. The 
Governor said he bad not, and then the caller 
told about having met aman somewhere in 
the mining districts who bore such a striking 
resem biance to the Governor that he felt al- 
most 8 that they were brothers. This 
incident had escaped the memory of Gov. 


Bross, when anotner man from Colorado asked |. 


him a similar question and gave further de- 
tails concerning the mysterious double. It 
was not till his name was mentioned that 
Gov. Bross became interested. When he 
learned that the Colorado man was known 
as Stephen Decatur, he began to wonder 
whether it might not be his long-lost brother. 
The more he thought about it the more curl- 
ous de became to see and talk with Decatur. 
Finally be resoived to goto Colorado. He did 
go and found that the man was famous 
throughout the State. Every one he met 
called the object of his search ‘‘Commodore’’ 
Decatur. They knewall about bis life in the 
West, but not one could find the slightest ac- 
count of Decatur’s antecedents. ben they 
first heard of him he wasrunninga ferry across 
the Missouri Riverat Omaua. He bad come 
to Colorado in 1858 and had fought through all 
the Indian wars since. He had been a suc- 
cessful miner and a member of the Legis- 
lature. At the time of Gov. Bross’ visit he 
—— living ona ranch inthe interiorof the 
tate. 

This information whetted the Governor’s 
appetite for more, and after a perilous jour- 
ney across the mountains he reached Decatur’s 
ranch. Judge of his astonishment when he 
was met at the door by a buxom Indian squaw, 
who told bim that she was Mrs. Decatur. Mr. 
Decatur was not at home, but the Governor, 
now sorely perplexed, resolved to awalt bis 
arrival. It was not long before a sturdy 
mountaineer came striding up the road. One 
giance confirmed Gov. Bross that it was in- 
deed his brother, and he ran out with open 
arms to meet bim. 

„Stephen, my brother, my long-lost 
brother,’’ almost sobbed the Governor. 

Decatur stopped, and for a few minutes 
stood perfectly still,curiously eyeing the man 
who had accosted him. Then he gruffly said: 
‘*Who are you?“ 

‘*Why, don’t you know me, Stephen? Iam 
William Bross, your oldest brother. 

‘*] never saw you before in my life. 

Why, Stephen Bross, how— 

tell you, sir, that you are mistaken. My 
name is not Bross. I bave never heard the 
name before. My name is Decatur. 

es, brother, I know it is—Stephen Deca- 
tur Bross.’’ 

No, sir; it is Stephen Decatur. 

Gov. Bross was dumfounded. He knew that 
it was bis brother to whom he was speaking, 
and he finally asked the man if he did not 
have a scar on bis left arm. a few inches above 
the wrist. In response to this question Deca- 
tur coolly rolled up his sleeve and displayed 
the scar. Despite this, however, Decatur 
stoutly denied his identity, and although he 
treated Gov. Bross with marked kindpess and 
hospitality, he would not acknoledge him as 
his brother. For several days the governor 
remained at the ranch, pleading with Decatur 
to unbosom himesell, but his entreaties were 
firmly repuised. Saddenedin heart with the 
result of his long journey, and realizing that 
nothing could incuce Stephen Decatur to con- 
fess the secret of his life, Gov. Bross returned 
home. 

In 1876 Gov. Brose learned that ‘‘Commo-. 
dore’’ Decatur had been commissioned to 
represent Colorado at the Centennial Exposi- 
tion, and on bis way to this city Decatur even 
stopped off at Chicago and visited the Gov- 
ernorfor several days. There be met other 
relatives, but to them, as to his brotber, he 
denied that he ever beard the name of Bross 
until the Governor came to bis ranch. While 
he was in the city Stephen Bross’ children 
and some of his old townspeople called upon 
him, but never once did be betray himself. 

They identified him bevond the shadow ofa 
doubt, but to all be simply replied that they 
were mistaken. He finally died in poverty 
and his secret died with him, for so far as 
known he never toid it to a living being. Some 
ofhis children are married and living in 
Chicago.

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DIED ON THE SCAFFOLD. 


THREE MURDERERS HANGED IN PENNSYL- 
VANIA THIS MORNING. 


Schoop and Cole Executed in Moyamensing 
Prison, Philadelphia, and M. Seeley 
Hopkins Suffers for the Murder of His 
Wife and Mother-in-Law at Bellefonte 
—The Story ef the Crimes. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 20. 


ARLY this morning Schoop 
and Cole were hanged to- 
gether in Moyamensing 
Prison. The drop fell at 
10:04. The crimes of both 
men were premeditated and 
carried out in cold blood. 
Schoop’s was especially 
atrocious. On December 
27, 1888, some boys playing 
in Fairmount Park found 
the dismembered remains 
of a man tied up in two 


bage, hidden away in a sec- [| 


tion of water-pipe. The 
crime was finally traced to Schoop, who was a 
baker at No. 1212 Cadwalader street. Schilling 
was his assistant. Schoop acknowledged bis 
gullt, sayingſthat on Christmas morning he had 
knocked Schiliing down with his fist during 
a quarrel. Supposing bim dead he struck him 
with a hatchet to make the job sure. He then 
cut the body up and conveying it in his wagon 
to the park during the night, placed it where 
it was afterward found by the boys. Schoop’s 
trial developed the fact that he had not quar- 
reled with his victim, but had deliberately 
murdered Schilling in order to obtain $600 
which the latter had saved up. Schoop’s 
wife was implicated in the crime, she having 
urged him to its commission, but she became 


insane before she could be tried and is now 
confined in the State Insane Hospital at Nor- 
ristown. 

Cole and McAllister, who roomed together, 
had been on bad terms for some time previous 
to the tregedy, the tormer charging the latter 
with baving caused hinito lose his employ- 
ment. This was shown on tbe trial to have 
been alalse impression, Cole’s loss of em- 
— 3 due to his intemperate 
and dissolute abits. McAllister, on the 
contrary, was a young man of good charac- 
ter and most excellent habits. Onthe morn- 
ing of the murder Cole drank considerable 
liguor, and his mind becoming inflamed 
against his room mate, he resolved, 
as he afterwards said in a confession, to kill 
him. McAllister, who worked at night, was 
asleep, and Cole, arming himself with a 
hatchet, crept noiselessly up-stairs and dealt 
the sleeping mana stunning blow with the 
hatchet, following it up with a number of 
others, chopping his victim’s head in a shock- 
ing manner. Both men were promptly con- 
victed of their crimes, and while awaiting 
execution both professed Christianity, Cole’s 
spiritual adviser having been Rey. Father 
Masterson of the Church of the Annunciation. 
Schoop received his religious consolation from 
Rev. Otto Schrieder of the Lutheran Church. 


Execution of M. 8. Hopkins, 


BELLEFONTE, Pa., Feb. 20.—William Seeley 
Hopklas was hanged here this morning for the 
murder of his wife and mother-in-law. Hop- 
kins rose at 4 o’clock and ate heartily of a 
breakfast of toast and eggs, and at 9:30 o’ clock 
he ate a turkey dinner. His spiritual advisers 
were with him until the last, singing and 


praying, the doomed man joining in without 
atremor. The march to the gailows began 
at 10:05 o’clock, the prisoner walking with a 
firm step. They all kneit on the galiows, the 
ministers playing, after which Hopkins 
walked tothe edge of the scaffold and said: 
**Good-bye, kind friends, I leave this world 
withoutan enemy. Farewell, all.’’ 

He then shook hands with all on the scaffold 
and thanked the sheriff for his kindness and 
as the cap was adjusted he again said: ‘‘Fare- 
Woll.“ he drop was sprung at 10:15 but a 
cry of horror arose from the small assem- 
blage when the prisoner fell to the floor, the 
rope having broken. The doomed man was 
picked up insensible, and earried to the 
scaffold, the rope was again adjusted about 
bis neck and the trap was again sprung at 
10:18. This time the murderer dropped into 
eternity and he was pronounced dead at 10:35 
o’ciock. The body was cut down at 10:37. 

THE CRIME. 

The crime for which Hopkins pald the pen- 
alty of death wasone of the most unfeeling 
ever chronicled. Hopkins was 29 years old 
last July and came to Philltpsburg from Pitts- 
field, N. Y., about eight years ago. In 1887 
he married Maggle Wigamen. Fora year they 
lived happily, but Hopkins became jealous 
and finally left his wife, who returned to her 
home. On Sunday, September 22, 1889, he 
went tothe Wigamen House and deliberately 
shot both his wife and her mother dead. 
Then running from the house he stopped in 
the street and flied two shots at his own 
head, but only succeeded In inflicting a slight 


‘flesh wound. 


He wuasatonce taken in charge and con- 
fessed the double murder. He claimed.that 
People were trying to part bim aud hisWwife 
and he thought that he would settle the dim 
cuity by Killing both. He was at once brought 
to this place, and in November last was found 
guilty of murder in the first degree. Hopkins 
has displayed an almost unprecedented nerve. 
Never at any time has he shown the least re- 
ret or any fear over the terrible consequences 
of hiscrime. Hopkins will be the third man 
hanged in Center County. The others were 
„Negro Dan, in 1802, and James Monks in 
1809, but from present appearances he will not 
be the last. Alfred Andrews isin jail under 
sentence of death, anda woman isin jail 
awaiting trialona charge of murdering her 
father-in-law.

The Grape-Fruit in Florida. 


From Garden and Forest. 

Florida is notably the land of flowers, but it 
is quite as truly the land of fruits. Her citrus 
fruits are known the world over, and her 
large grape-fruit and shaddock, hitherto lit- 


tle appreciated by Northern people, are be- 
ginning to appear regularly on our market 
stands along with her oranges, limes, lemons, 
bananas, pineapples and dates, Many per- 
sons usethe words shaddocks and grape- 
fruit interchangeably, and the shaddock Is, 
in fact, a near relative of the grapeé-fruilt, 
but is much larger, often weighing from 
three to five pounds. It is also coarser 
than the grape-fruit, and has not yet 
proved very useful, out the tree and fruit as 
they adorn the lawns of many Southern homes 
are strikingly beautiful. The fruits grow 
singly on the trees and look like veritable 
pumpkins suspended from twigs. The tree 
comes from China and Japan and was first 
brought to the West Indies by one Capt. Shad- 
dock, from whom the name was taken. 
There are said to be upward of forty 
distinct varieties of the fruit in 
ida, some of which are very larse 
and of use for canning or preserving in the 
same way that citron is put up. The shad- 
dock is also knoWn as pompelmouse or pum- 
mellow. It is not of sufficient value to war- 
rant shipping it North, for even the natives 
in Florida seldom take the trouble to gather 
it. It will doubtless be found of use in time, 
however, and until then it will ripen and die 
upon the trees in Southern groves. 

The cultivation of the pomelo, or pe- 
rapidly in the South, and 
ret-class marketabie fruit, 
ver valuable in the spring and 
early summer, after oranges are 
about gone, and by many people esteemed 
equal to the orange. When it becomes better 
known it willbe a popular fruit during the 
spring months. It is prepared for the table by 
removing the bitter white membranes and 
sprinkling the pulp with sugar. in warm 
weather, after it has been iced, the melting 
pulp and juice from between the membranes 
are deliciously refreshing. The pomelo can 
be grown more easily than the orange, and 
it yields more to the tree than any other 
member of the citrus family. fhe 
fruit grows in clusters, two, three, 
or four hanging together from one stem, from 
which peculiarity the name of grape-fruit 
was giventoit. Thetreesare beautiful ob- 
jects, covered over with rank, glossy, dark 

reen foliage and loaded with thousands of 

right, pendant, yellow globes. I have seen 
a twig no larger than my little finger with five 
of six big pomelos hanging from it. A com- 
paratively small tree will often bear as many 
as two thousand ata time. 

California also produces these fruits, but 
most ofthem come from Florida. They are 
sold on fruit stands according to size at from 
5 cents aplece to 16 cents apiece 
for very large ones. They vary 
in quality as much as oranges do, and 
while the good ones are voy good, the bad 
ones, if yreen, are very Dad. Those with 
smooth, white skins are the Dest, and a little 
rust on them will not hurt their flavor or 
juiciness. The fruit 1s always cut from the 
tree, as the orange is, wrapped lu tissue pa- 
per and packed carefully in Darrels rather 
than boxes. They are not sized as oranges 
are, but are sent North with the number of 
fruits in each barrel marked on the outside. 

It has been said by more than one Southern 
fruit-grower that a fortune was waiting the 
man who had the courage to plant a grove of 
grape-fruit trees, and depend on them for a 
living. Heretofore there has been no system- 
atic cultivation ofthe trees. Two or three 
trees are planted around the yards or orchards 
for ornament as much as for anything eise, 
and allowed totake care of themselves. If 

roperly treated, however, their yield would 
be much larger than it is to-day, and a good 
profit could be made from them.

Father of the Heuse of Commons. 


From the London Daily News, . 
The question, Who now becomes ‘‘Father’’ 
of the House of Commons? is raised by the 
death of Mr. ©. R. M. Talbot. Mr. Talbot, 
though not quite the oldest member, had sat 


longest in the House, for he represented Gla- 
morgapshire uninterruptedly from 1530. Mr. 
©. PF. Villlers is the oldest member. He 
was boro in 1802, but he was not returned 
for Wolverhampton till 1885. As he bas, 
however, represented that boroagh con- 
tinuously, be is now apparently entitled to be 
considered the Father of the House. Mr. 
Gladstone, born in 1809, was elected for New- 
ark in 1832, but his membership of the House 
was interrupted for part of the two sessions— 
1845 to 1847. His continuous membership of 
the House dated therefore only from the latter 
year. The O’Gorman Mahon, who now sits for 
Carlow, represented Clareiora short time in 
1880-31. Sinee that date he has been in 
Parliament only at intervals. Like the late Mr. 
Talbot, he was born in 1803, and is, therefore, 
the oldest meuiber next to Mr. Villiers. There 
are now at least seven members of the House 
of Commons over 80 years of age. Three of 
them, Mr. Villiers, The O’Gorman Mahon, 
and Mr. Gladstone, have already been men- 
tioned. The remainin four are Sir Gilbert 
Greenall, born in 1806; Mr. David Pugh, 

Mr. Isaac Holden, 1807, and Sir George Bual- 
four, 1809. Ot these octogenarians, only one, 
Sir Gilbert Greenall, is a Consefvative.

The latest reports from French medical 
sources as to the number of cases in this city 
Azes it at 2,000,000, two-thirds of the entire 
population.

An American 
gentieman was told two days ago by his hat- 
ter that never since he had been in business 
had he been called} upon in any one month 
to putcrape upon 80 many hats as he had 
been during the month of December, It was 
a ood deal the question of the survival of the 
fittest. People with weak lungs or otherwise 
inecbronic ill-health were almost certain to 
to be carried off. The mortality caused by it 
has been, however, much exaggerated. Every 
sudden death that has taken place within the 
last six weeks in any part of Europe has been, 
whether rightfully or wrongfully, attributed 
to the influenza, which very often had nothing 
whatever to do with it. Take the case of Lord 
Cairns, for instance. It has generally been 
supposed that he died of the prevailing epi- 
demic, when in fact it is reported amongst the 
persons who best knew him that the 
cause of his lordship’s untimely demise 
was his inveterate babit of indulg- 
ing in the cup that cheers and likewise 


doth inebriate. He was a very dissipated 
young man, indeed, and at the time of the 
rupture of his engagement with the Awerican 
beauty, Mies Adele Grant, it was whispered 
thut the young lady had broken with him on 
that account. But 
THE REAL REASON 

of the breaking off of that match has never 
yet been revealed. Lord Cairns, only a few 
weeks before bis death, had been left asup- 

lementary fortune of a million of dollars 

v an aged aunt. It is not yet 
known if this fortune was so settled 
as to go with the title, an arrange- 
ment which is very usual in England, or 
whether it will goto bis baby daughter and 
onty child, who, tn thatcase, will end up by 
being one of the richest heiresses in Enyland, 
what with the magnitude of the bequest in 
itself, and then, with the accumulated inter- 
est of her long minority, as she is now only 
6 months old. 

The Duke da’ Aosta did die of the influenza, 
andithink that the disease in its travels 
struck down but few such victims. Of all the 
princes that Ibave ever seen the brother of 
the King of Italy was the princeliest. 
Not that he was handsome, but in manner and 
in bearing he was supremely eiegaut. With 
his large dark eyes and heavy mustache, and 
tall spare figure, and the look of settled mel- 
ancholy that rested upon his features, he was 
the very realization of a nineteenth century 
**Hamiet’’—thoughtful, mournful, intellect- 
ual, and most royal. He was beloved beyond 
measure in Turin, which was his native city 
and lu which he bad fixed his residence. He 
was fond of going on foot through the streets, 
either alone or accompanied by one 
of his elder sons, Prince Emmanuel or Prince 
Victor, and it was pleasant to witness, as I 
have done, the affectionate deference where- 
with he was always greeted by the Tuirnese. 
They would group themselves about bis path, 
drawing aside to let bim pass unmolested, 
yet eager to see him. Every hat and cap 
would be lifted at his approach, and as he 
scrupulously returned every salute, he must, 
in the process, have worn out at least one hat 
per month. Had he come to reign over yo & 
as he might very possibly have done, as only

of Naples stood between him and bis heirship 
of the throne, ke Hamlet he was likely 
to have proved most royaily.’’

It was at one time contemplated to run 
Mayor Hugh J. Grant for Governor to succeed 
Hill; but while he bas made a creditable rec- 
ord as chief executive of Gotham. the leadera 
of Tammany Hall are fully cognizant of the 
fact that he could not be elected Governor. 
He is a Catholic, for one thing, and a Tam- 
many machine man for another; and these 
two facts would probably lay bim out as 
eld na 4 mackerel. There are no 
end of candidates, however, to succeed 
Hill, The most formidable is Mayor Alfred 
©. Chapin, of Brooklyn, an able young man, 
skilled in politics. He has many qualifica- 
tions to commend him, such as being a good 
speaker, a splendid debater, an unusually 
Ane executive officer, and a man of very pro- 
nounced views on ail the leading topics of the 
day. He bas presided at several State con- 
ventions withcredit to himself; was Speaker 
of the Assembly during ~ ve 
turbulent session, and he will have the 
united delegations from that Democratic 
stronghold, Kings County. Besides, he has 
never been beaten for any office. He does 
not know what the word defeat mean. He 
believes himself to De a man of destinys, and 
the very few people who are intimate with 
him are aware that he not only cherishes the 
idea of being Governor, but also President 
some day. Ex-Secretary Whitney, George 
Raines, and scores of other Democratic poll 
ticlans are having their little booms. But so 
far, Chapin is at least a mile ahead ot them 
all, and H the convention were to be held to- 
morrow, would win, hands down. 

On the Republican side only one man has so 
far declared himeeif as a candidate for Gov- 
ernor. It is Senator J. Sloat Fassett, of 
Eimira, President pro tempore of the Senate, 
and an enthusiastic Platt foliower. Ex- 
Senator Piatt is so absolutely in control 
of the Republican iu of the State 
that any man he names will be naminated. 
Cornelius N. Bliss, the well-known 
merchant of this city; A. R. Whitney, 
the great iron man; John F. Plummer, 
the dry-goods merchant; Gen. McAipine 
and Gen. Cruger, are also talked of, but they 
shake their heads and profess to take no in- 
terest other thau that of a wood citizen in the 
contest. Mr. Fassett is a chanky-buiit young 
man of about 88 years, with square shoulders, 
clear blue eyes, afirm mouth, covered by a 
brown moustache, and a general get-there 
appearance, that would lead one at first 
to believe he came from the booming 
West, instead of an up-the - country 
town.

HOW MRS. CLEVELAND, MRS. 
AND OTHERS DO IT. 


HARRISON 


Many of New York’s Rich Women Shop in 
Paris—Mrs. Cleveland a Great Favorite 
With Clerks—How Mrs. Aster Madea 
Milliner’s Fortune—How Some Actresses 


Make Their Purchases.

NEw York, Feb. 17.—Saleswomen have their 
Own rules for judging women as shoppers,and 
it must be said that these rules are usually of 
the bourgeois order, based on the readiness 
with which money is lavished rather than on 
any nice discrimination shown in the expen- 


diture. Now and then, however, when you 
come upon one who has waited on grand 
dames, perhaps, for two decades, and who is 
gifted-with memory and a sense of humor, 
her revelations beceme interesting. 
Such * one was telling me this 
morning that she had ‘known a woman 
to hold a position at a counter, blocking the 
way dt other buyers, for nearly halt an hour 
on a ‘‘rush’’ Saturday, waiting for the return 
of a parcel which had been sent to be done up 
a second anda third time, because it had come 
to her in the first instance in a box the shape 
of which did not suit her, and in the second 
tied with a gray string instead of the pink and 
white, which was more to her fancy. The 
customer could not be offended, for she was 
Mrs. A. T. Stewart and in her husband’s store. 

Miss Mary Gwendoline Caldwell, who didn’t 
concinde ber bargain for a husband, isa 
woman who knows how to get the worth of 
her money, as, somehow, only rich women 
seem to do, and she is remembered in New 
York as having a positive scent for bargains, 
much as a harrier has for hares. There is a 
small brown-eyed creature who bandles laces 
in a large establishment who tells me that 
she has never seen Miss Caldwell's equal for 
detecting at a glance what goods are really 
being soid below their actual vames, for of 
course no merchant sacrificed that which he 
can profitably carry over to anotber season. 
The woman at whose command is very littie 
money will often buy recklessly under the 
eyes of clerks and other customers, but Miss 
Caldwell on one occasion spent half a morn- 
ing looking over thousands of dollars worth 
ot lace handkerchiefs, and finally picked out 
one of exquisite ee tg which was badly torn 
and going for halt price, saying that she knew 
a young girl brought up in a convent who 
would darn itfor a trifle so that no one wouid 
ever suspect the damage. 

Many of New York’s rich women are of little 
profit to shopkeepers, for they buy their 
wearing apparel largely in Paris and what 
they get at home is obtained through semi 
Private hands. Still there are no women in 
the -city with the possible exception of the 
Vanderbiits who do not induige in the dear de- 
lights of shopping once ina while. Mrs. Cleve- 
land is one of the nicest customers that 
salesmen and saleswomen have to wait on. 
She did all her important shopping in 
New York while she was still lady of the 
White House and was well known before tak 
i gup her abode in the city, in several of the 
stores. I was bDuying a cup and saucer ina 
Japanese store about 4 o’ clock one afternoon 
recently, when in walked Mrs. Cleveland. 
She was unattended and had not even, I think, 
a carriage in waiting, having taken that dem- 
ocratic vehicle, a horse-car. She passed 
from table to table and from case to case 
through the room, looking over ll the 
pretty things with an interest tnat was plainiy 
genuine. She is very quiet but rapid in her 
movements and one gloved finger and a little 
nod indicated the bronze paper cutter and 
the curious little idol to whose charms she 
succumvped. She did not order her purchases 
sont home, according to the city woman’s 
almost invariable custom, but took them in 
her band in democratic style. It is easy to 
see why the shop people like her; she cosis 
them neither patience nor time. 

On one occasion also I have seen Mrs. 
Harrison shopping, but it was not in a store. 
The street venders have sprung upon the city 
a species of mechenical toy which is really 
very amusing. Sometimes it isa small tin 
ostrich which strides across the pvavement 
and sometimes it is a baker’s cart driven by a 
baker’s boy. This is wnat bewitched tne first 
lady of Washington. She passed it, stopped, 
then turned about snd@assed itagain. Then 
she made a purchase, presumablyfor Baby 
McKee or that Important young person’s 
sister, who is almost s obscure as poor little 
Maria delas Mercedas since the baby King of 
Spain got well. 

Mrs. Harrison has shopped at half a dozen 
of the larger New York dry goods houses, aud 
a clever girl who has sold her stockings 
speaks of ber asa careful, sensibie buyer, of 
a town rather than acity type. who doesn’t 
like any superfiuons attentions from clerks or 
pay much astention to their recommendations: 
preferring to form her ow judgment in al! in- 
stances. On the occasion of the stocking pur- 
chase—tbey were fine black silk, by the way— 
Mrs. Harrison said: It these wear weil I may 
send for more. When the order for others 
came from the White House the clever girl 
made application to have her waces raised. 

rs. Leiter, the mother of the beautiful Miss 
Leiter, whose father’s money has opened, not 
withont vueaking, the gates of society both 
in New York and Washington, is the average 
saleswoman’s ideal purchaser. She seldom 
aske the price of anything, taking whatever 
strikes her fancy without regard to cash 
considerations. In man houses the 
salesgiris havé a commission on what 
they sel! above a specified figure, and a cer- 
tain mistress of ribbons of whom I always buy 
when I have an opportunity becau ¢I am bo- 
witched dy the yellow curis of her hair, often 
alludes tothe day she struck a douanza in 
Mrs. Leiter and her order for $150 worth of as- 
sorted colors. Mrs. Hammersley, now Her 
Grace the Duchess of Mariborough, used to 
buy in the same lavish manner, and she is re- 
gretted by those who laid aside their choicest 
things for her inspection, sure she would 
praise them whether she purchased or not 
and would have a smile for the x- 
hibftor. She had a manta for pretty 
underwear and was one of the 
fret’ women in New York to wear col- 
ored silk nightgowns. A small, dark French- 
woman Who controls this department in one of 
the large houses says that on one occasion 
Mrs. Hammersley bought up their entire im- 
portation—not as large then as now—becaust 
she didn’t want, even if one doesn’t jostie 
such things on\the street, her bed toilets du- 
plicated. Her only equal in taste in this direc- 
tion, the Frenchwoman declares, is the 
Marquise Lanza, who also has a pretty corset 
reputation, 
he Astors almost never shop, but Mrs. 
Astor has made the reputation of one inter- 
esting little milliner. A well educated young 
woman had fitted herself atthe oost of con- 
siderable sacrifice on her own part and her 
mother’s for teaching. She obtained a posi- 
tion, but proved too shy and sensitive to con- 
trol the half-grown boys. She was a poor 
‘‘disciplinarian,’’ and stung by a sense of 
failure wandered up and downthe streets 
wondering what she could do. Down- bearted, 
giddy and almost fainting ane stumbied 
against a milliner’s sidewalk showcase and 
stared biankly at the Paris bonnets in- 
side. Theushe went to the bank, drew out 
her small savings and induced a cousin who 
kept a little stationer’s shop in a moderately 
ood location to allow her window room for a 
fait dozen hats of her own concoction. It 
sounds like a fairy story, but in three years 
she had sold barely enough to keep body and 
soul together when ge drove up one 
morning anda lady bought a black bonnet 
that was as chic as it was un 
assuming. The lady had dusiness, it 
seemed, with a decerator who lived next door 
and 6 the small stock of head 
gear bad caught her eye in sing. The lauy 
wae Mra. Astor and the sale was to the mi- 
liner the beginning of better fortunes. It was 
the one chance that comes to some people, 
not to everybody, ina life-time. Mrs. Astor 
r r discovery quietly to a tow peo- 
Pir: and the milliner has a tiny parlor now 
the avenue and is going to Paris for the 
5% %õ,j the for her stock in trade this spring,

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especially when she goes to buy a bonnet, she 
is attended by ex-Secretary hitney. Mrs. 
Whitney puys the best of everything, and is 
very pleasant in her treatment of saleswomen. 
She is not always easy to suit, having a critical 
eye for color and a penchant for daintiness, 
but if she disarranges a stock without buying 
she is sure to apologize. 

Mrs. Whitney’s social successor in Wash- 
ington, Mrs. Morton, imports nearly every- 
thing from Paris, but she has a wonder- 
ful eye for taces and remembers from one 
visit to another the saleswomen who have 
waited on her, often recalling to them some 
littie incident which they had supposed abse- 
lutely forgotten. This makes her extremely 
popular, 

rs. Potter is known as a purchaser at many 
establishments, and is neither liked nor dis- 
liked especially. Iremember a couple of sea- 
sons ago being In quite a swell establishment 
when Mrs. Potter was trying on hats on the 
other side of an ample screen. She evidently 
supposed herself quite secluded, but it was 
anothei case of the ostrich which runs its 
head into the sand, the arrangement of mir- 
rors being such that every turn 
of her head or movement of her long white 
fingers was reflected forthe benefit of haifa 
dozen more or less curions observers in the 
main room.

The women who are 
most disliked in the establishments are those 
who order large quantities of goods sent 
home on approval, and then return them 
mussed and materially damaged. One milliner 
telt highly elated at securing for a cus- 
tomer a woman whose name is a passport to 
favor among McdAllister’s 1,400, but her jov 
was turned to lamentation when this lady 
**tried on’’ at her own home a number of 
choice hats and then sent them back, more 
roughly treated than were Mrs. Frank Leslie's 
French chef d’oeuvres when they were 
thrown upon the tender mercies of the Cus- 
toin-house inspectors and found them cruel. 

Mrs. Paran Stevens isa liberal buyer. The 
Goulds are very quiet about thelr shopping, 
butare liked in the stores, especially Miss 
Nellie who often gives flavers to young giris 
who look tired, and sometimes looks up an 
address and sends a holiday remembrance. 
Mrs Abram Hewitt has a weakness for lace 
and fine pieces are reserved for her now and 
then at the stores. Through the working 
giris’ clubs and the little silver cross und 
purple ribbon of the King’s Daughters rich 
shoppers and those who wait on them come 
sometimes into closer touch than formeriy. 
Mrs. C. F. Huntington is one of those who 
show much consideration.

Zhe Arguments in Favor of the com- 
peting Cities Commenced To-Day—The 
Balloting Will Probably Begin on Mon- 
day—Some of the Propositions te Be Con- 
sidered—The Present Status. 


HIS afternoon the dis- 
cussion in regard to the 
World’s Fair com- 
menced at the National 
Capitol, and will con- 
tinue during to-mor- 
row. Within a week it 
is more than likely that 
the question of site will 
be decided, and that 
the agony will be over. 
This, however, is by 
no means a certainty, 
| as two possibilities are 
„to be taken into ac- 
count, one that there 
‘will be no fair at ail, 
andthe other that the 
”" @ecision in regard to 
the place at which the 
fair shall be held will 
2 be laid over. The St. 
Louis delegation will fight for a fair, and will 
adopt any plan of campaign that will have a 
tendency to insure as large a vote as possible 
in favor of the exposition. 
WITH THIS END IN VIEW, 
the members of the Executive Committee 
have instructed the Washington representa- 
tives to cast their influence in favor of having 
avote taken on the World’s Fair before the 
site is named. By so doing the St. Louis 
men will not only gain friends among 
those who are not committed to any 
particular location, but will consolidate the 
strength of this city. The majority of those who 
are notin favor of a World's Fair would vote 
for St. Louls lu case it were determined that 


one should be held. A delegation consisting 
of O. O. Rainwater, Geo. W. Parker, D. KR. 
Francie, E. O. Stanard, and possibly several 
others, will re-enforce the contingent now in 
Washington, and direct the course of the 
Campaign. The case of St. Louis will be pre- 
sented thisevening. When lots were drawn 
to decide the order of speaking New York was 
placed first, St. Louis second, Chicago third, 
and Washington fourth. The opening argu- 
ments, which bave been limited to an 
hour each, will be made in the 
order named, but after this has been done 
no particular order will be observed, and no 
one can predict with accuracy the course that 
the discussion will take after the subject is 
presented to Congress. 

THE CHICAGO PLAN 
is to force a vote on the location at the earliest 
possibile moment, and nota few of the sup- 
porters of Washington are inclining to the 
the same opinion. Against this plan St. Louis 
and a large portion of the New Yorkers have 
arrayed themselves. The question of the 
time for holdingafair will also play noin- 
eonsiderabie part, and may be taken up 
atthe very outset. Much of the opposition to 
a World's Fair arises from the fear that those 
in charge of the management would use the 
funds at their command for political purposes, 
and it is argued that to hold the fair in 1893 
would give almost as great opportunities of 
influencing the elections in any city in which 
the fair miaht de held as if the exposition 
were to take place in a presicential year. The 
crowds that a fair would attract would not be 
present, it is true, butalaree force of work- 
men would necessarily be employed, and the 
chances of using the patronge for political 
ny oses are considered in some quarters to 
e dangerously great. 
NOTA FEW 

ofthe firmest advocates of a World's Fair are 
in favor of postponing it until 1895, and of 
putting off the decision in relation toa site 
until the contested election cases have been 
These represent the extreme 
non-partisan wing. As to the prospects of 
the competing cities, it is believed that New 
York wili go in with about ninety-five votes, 
the largest individual support; that Chicago 
nent and St. Louis third. Tne strength of 
this city jies in the general preference of the 
Chicago men lor St. Louis as op- 

osed to New York, and a simi- 
ar feeling on the part of the 
New Yorkers where Chicago is concerned. 
Should it be decided that a World’s Fair is to 
De held before the question ot location comes 
up, St. Louis will be raised to the second, and 
not —— to the frst place. For many 
weeks the prospects of the success of St. Louis 
have not been as favorable as they are at the 

resenttime. It is considered probabie that 

ew York and Chicago will have strength 
enough to kill each other, and tbat in this case 
Bt. Louis will be chosen. What is most feared 
by the Washington delegation is the first few 
Dallots. If these are passed without a choice 
Deing made, itis the opinion of those who 
have studied the situation that St. Louis will 
occupy a commanding position.

Postponement of the Funeral of Miss Pel- 
lard at Danville, Va.

DANVILLE, Va., Feb. 20.—This town has & 
veritable sensation, and one which is the 
topic of conversation among the people. Yes- 
terday afternoon, after an Iliness of few days. 
Miss Annie A. Pollard, a beautiful girl of 16 
years, who had been suffering from typhoid 
pneumonia, the outgrowth of an attack of la 
grippe, suddenly and to the relief of those 


around her passed away. The body was pre- 
pared for buria) and the funeral services were 
announced to take piace to-day, but before 
the hour arrived the notice was withdrawn 
and the casket removed from the 
house. About 2 o'clock * physician 
visited the supposed death chamber, 
and on an examination of the body declared 
that life was notextinct but the young woman 
was inatrance. He said: ‘‘Her features are 
erfect, the eyes clear and bright, and there 
snone of that deathiy palior which usually 
spreads over the features of the dead, and 
the body still preserves its natural warmth. 
In fact there is nothing which shows that the 
young Woman is dead.’’ 

The report of the doctor aroused the feel- 
ings of the family and the funeral was ludefl- 
nitely postponed. Other doctors were imme- 
diately summoned and as soon as possible on 
arrival at tha house went to work according 
to all the methods known to science to at- 
tempt resuscitation, and after laboriag for 
about an hour and making a thorough diag- 
nosis, gaye itas their opinion that the young 
woman was dead and beyond human skill to 
bring to life. But the family pbysician as- 
sorte that she is not dead. 

The family were not satisfied as to death 
and, acting on the advice of the physicians 
and friends, have resolved to keep the body 
out of the ground until decomposition shall 
put to rest all doubt as to life or death. 

During the young woman’s short lilness and 
before the apparent appearance of the death 
messenger, she went into a trance and re- 
mained as one degd, but after several hours 
in this state came back to sensibility, and was 
able to converse with those around der. 
Crowds of people of both sexes and color 
visited the house during the afternoon, and 
asthe young woman is lying on the lounge 
she looks like one in a deep siumber. The 
air has created a great sensation, as it is 
about the first case of the kind ever known to 
have happened here.

She came on 
here from Boston in 1884, and located in a flat 
on West Twenty-fourth street, afterward 
moving to Sixth avenve. By ner clever manip- 
viations she soon got together a large circle of 
admirers, who attended her seances regularly 
untilshe was exposed. Among the aumber 


were Luther P. Marsh,ex-Judge Nelson Cross, 
Henry Kiddle and Henry J. Newton, the mil- 
lionaire President of the First Society of Spir- 
itualists. For a long time Mrs. Sawyer held 
her ‘‘circles’’ unbroken at $1 a head, and 
whenever the slightest murmur of disbelief in 
her power was heard she gave a ‘‘special test 
seance’’ which restored the confidence of her 
admirers — nme for the time being. These 
test seances were held in aroom of her flat, 
and the cabinets from which allthe spirits 
were called torth was placed against a solid 
wall. All the doors and windows were sealed, 
the room was illuminated with ascanty light 
rifled through a blue shade, and Mrs. Sawyer 
was ready for business. Just as the spirits 
were about to issue forth the door bell of the 
fiat would invariably ring, and in the con- 
fusion incident on this event the scoffers in- 
sisted the spirits were smuggled into the cabd- 
inet from an adjoining bedroom. But this 
was done with such skili that the keenest peo- 
ple inthe room were unable to detect the 
trick. Even Kellar, the magician, was un- 
able to catch the fair medium on several oc- 
casions when he attended the seance. Fi- 
nally, however, even these teat seances were 
exposed, and Mrs. Sawyer fell“ into very bad 
repute with her fellow spiritualists, so bad,in 
fact, that she could not get enough of them 
together to make her seances profitable.

Judge Cady decided a somewhat important 
point in the First District Police Court this 
morning when he ordered the discharge from 
custody of William Meyers.

Meyers refused to pay a second 
time, and the conductor, Lal, endeavored 
to put him off, using force in the 
roceeding. Meyers left the car, but 
efore he went be administered to Lafin a 
sound drubbing, biacking his eye in a most 
artistic manner. Lafln the next day filed 
complaint against Meyers and had him ar- 
rested, charged with disturbing the peace. 
To-day Meyers made his defense. He ac- 
knowledged having resisted Lafin’s forcible 
ejection m the car. Byanumberof rep- 
utable witnesses, however, he proved tnat he 
had paid his fare on the Blue Line car. This 
conductor had neglected . * him a trans- 
fer check, but he considered that he was en- 
titled to transportation motussnetanding. 
Judge Cady thought so, too. He held that 
it was not Meyers fault that he had no trans- 
fer check. he prosecution made the point 
that Meyers should have seen to it that he ob- 
tained the check.

State of Ohio: Str—For 
some time past this department, under the 
authority and sanction of the Secretary of 
War, has been engaged in the collection of 


military information ofa general character, 
relating not only toourown country but to 
the armies. fortifications, to., of foreign 

owers, and a division * tae Division of 
Militar Information’ bas been created in 
this office, where such information is com- 
piled and filed for future reference. 

In the course of our examination it bas be- 
come evident that much valuable data re- 
garding the National Guard or militia of the 
several States and Territories can be fur- 
nished by the Adjutant-Generals thereof, and 
in this view I have the honor to request that 
you will at the earliest practicable date sup- 
ply the items hereinafter designated concern- 
ing the troops of your State. 

It is especially desired that this inquiry and 
any subsequent correspondence in the matter 
may be considered as strictly confidential, the 
object of the department being to gather this 


‘and all kindred information in a quiet manner 


and to preserve the same until needed. Tne 
items particularly desired at this time are as 
follows, to wit: 

1. Location and strength of the various or- 
ganizations by regiments, independent com- 
panies, troops and batteries, together with a 
statement as tothe proportion of each that 
could be relied upon for prompt, active ser- 
vice for nine months—the full period which 
the law authorizes them to be called out by 
the President; which is the best drilled as 
skirmishers; which contains the most expert 
riflemen; which the most workmen in wood 
and iron. 

2. The least time required by divisions, 
brigades and regiments for concentration 
within the State at Cleveland, in case of 
emergency, by the most rapid means of trans- 
portation, etc. 

8. A statement showing the character and 
amount of ammunition, clothing, camp and 
garrison equipage,etc.,and wagon transporta- 
tion on hand and needed by the troops in case 
they should be required to concentrate ata. 
given point to repei foreign invasion or pre- 
vent domestic violence of magnitude. 

4. Any other information which you may 
deem valuable to the general Government 
bearing upon this general subject of the use 
of the militia in conjunction with the National 
forces in the event of a sudden war with a 
foreign power. .

How Foraker Understood the Order. 


CINCINNATI, O., Feb. 20.—The following in- 
terview with ex-Gov. Foraker appears ina 
morning paper to day: 

es, Ihave read the remarks of Adj.-Gen- 
Kelton as they are reported in the newspa- 


pers. Had what Isaid been taken in my own 
language, the Adjutant- General would not 
have taken issue with my statement or offered 
any criticism upon it. What Isaid was that, 
inasmuch as it was no longer a secret,I could, 
without impropriety, refer to the fact that at 
the time when the negotiations were going on 
concerning the Canadian fisheries question I 
was called upon, as l understood other Gov- 
ernors were, to report at once to the Adjutant 
General of the United States Army the num- 
ber of Ohio National Guard organizations and 
the number of men enrolled therein, together 
with the maximum: strength to which they 
could be increased and also to what degree of 
efficiency they were drilled, disciplined, 
armed and equipped, and how long it would 
require to fillour organizations to their max- 
imum strength and concentrate the whole 
force at Cleveland. It might also have been 
stated that the circular letter asked for in- 
furmation as to what number of these men 
could take the field for nine months, 
which is the longest time the 
President is authgrized to cali out the 
National Guard fer service in the fleld; 
but I did not allude to that fact. I did not say, 
either, that the letter spoke about the pur- 
e of the call being to invade Canada or any 
other country. In fact I made no allasion to 
Canada except only to say this happened while 
the controversy about the Canadian fisheries 
was going on. Isaid it was no secret, be- 
cause, as Adjutant-General Kelton probably 
knows, if he has read the newspapers, the 
matter has been many times spoken of in the 
press, and if I am not mistaken, Gov. Beaver 
(probably a year ago) spoke of it in some 
public way. At any rate, the matter, what- 
ever it may have been originally, was no 
longer confidential when I spoke aboutit. I 
alluded to it, not toimpart information, but 
only to illustrate the propriety of maintaining 
such a military organization asthe National 
Guard amounts to. 
„Of course I supposed the call had réfer- 
ence to the Canadian troubles, and this view 
of the matter was confirmed when! learned 
that Pennsylvania, asl was informed, was at 
the same time asked as to how soon she could 
concentrate her National Guard at Erie, and 
that New York was asked the same as to Buf- 
falo. Ido not have personal knowledge as to 
these other States, but such was the informa- 
tion thatcameto me at the time. I think 
thatany ordinary man would conclude that 
with Ohio, Pennsylvania and New York con- 
centrating their military strength, increased 
to the maximum, at Cleveland, Erie and But- 
falo, respectively, just at a time when a dis- 
pute with Canada was at its height, the move- 
ment had some reference to Canada, and that 
some serious purpose was at the bottom of it. 
But, of course, the Adjutant General 
knows better, end we must all aceept the 
statement astrue, ‘thatit was only a piece of 
funny business,’ something as they r ward 
claimed as to the rebel flag order, and that it 
had no relation to Canada, the fisheries duese 
tion or anything else of any moment. I ve 
telegraphed Gen. Aline to send mea copy of 
the letter and our answer. Should he be abie 
to furnish them, you can publish them also if 
you wish. Now that we know that the mat- 
ter had no relation to Canada, or to anything 
else of a serious nature, there cannot be any 
objection to naving the minutest details o 
knowledge with respect to it. It ie a sort o
